SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the magazine Rasiert Nr. 9 as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine presents material of a degrading, demeaning and dehumanising 
nature. It presents women as a collection of body parts, being nothing more than 
orifices or receptacles for semen, purely for the pleasure of the male participants and 
the readers. The text accompanying the photo features strongly suggests that the 
female participants, and women in general, have no interests in life apart from 
engaging in sexual intercourse. The degrading, demeaning and dehumanising 
manner in which this material is presented means that the availability of the magazine 
is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 was considered in classifying 
this publication. However, it is considered in this instance that overriding si 4 is 
reasonable and justified given the likely injury to the public good. 
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
